European Reaction 


LONDON, Eng. — (fl'j — British and 


French officials Wednesday night wel- 
comed what they considered President 
Roosevelt's veiled threat of economic 
sanctions against aggressors. 


Britain quickly rcbroadcast in Gor- 


man and Italian pointed passages of his 
address to Congress. The speech was 
heard clearly in England through semi- 
official British Broadcasting -Corpora- 
tion facilities. Thousands slopped in 
the rain to listen at open shop doors. 
Newspapers 
displayed the 
address 


prominently. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain and 


Foreign Secretary Halifax studied ad- 
vance copies of thc message to Con- 
gress in a conference at thc premier's 
residence. 


In Geiw/any and Italy, where con- 


tents of the speech' were not known 
until the dinner hour, there was no 
immediate official reaction, Thc Ital- 
ian press, however, said the new con- 
gressional session opened in an atmos- 
phere of "scandal" and charged United 
States officials with using relief money 
for political purposes. 


The first Berlin reaction to the ad- 


dress came in the Lokal Anzeiger, 
which commented under the heading 
"In the Tracks of Wilson" that the ad- 
dress was "what was expected." 


Both Britain and France noted these 


two passages: "We have learned that 
when we deliberately try to legislate 
neutrality, our neutrality laws may 
operate unevenly and unfairly—may 
actually give aid to an aggressor and 
deny it to the victim," and "War is not 
the only means of commanding a de- 
cent, respect for thu opinions of 'nYan- 
kind." 


Tho first of these statements was ac- 


cepted here as a prelude to a modified, 
new neutrality act. The second was 
taken as a threat of economic sanc- 
tions against first, Japan, then per-

44^-Blllion Debt 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — President 


Roosevelt asked vast sums for nation- 
al defense Thursday in a mulli-bil- 
lion-dollar budget that projected an- 
other deficit and an unprecedented 
public debt of 44 billion 458 million 
dollars in 1940, 
|«' His annual;report to congress on the 
nation's finances advised emphatical- 
ly against "violent contraction" of 
spending or "drastic new taxes" to 
meet expenditures of 422 million dol- 
lars for armament and farm relief 
costs. 


He called for 58,995,663,200 federal 


spending in the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1, and estimated the deficit 
for that year as |3,326,3«,200. 


He asked $1,609,000,000 for national 


defense, including an extra 500 million 
dollars to speed up the armament pro- 
gram. Of the latter sum only 210 mil- 
lion would bc disbursed next year. 


Roosevelt did not specify the form 


of suggested now taxes. He recom- 
mended continuance of the group of 
emergency "nuisance" levies scheduled 
to expire June 30. 


Crediting thc administration's cur- 


rent spending program with aiding Uie 
"existing upward movement of busi- 
ness and employment," the president 
said it should not be curtailed "arbi- 
trarily or violently." 


For the next year thc president 


asked l'/i billion dollars for the WPA

In history,

ence's two greatest 
c o n t ributions t o 
war fare probably 
have been the in- 
vention 
of 
gun- 


powder and the invention of the air- 
plane. 


But it is well to note that neither of 


these, remarkable as their effects prov- 
ed and are proving, revolutionized 
warfare in a day. 


The airplane was in thc earliest 


stages of its development when the 
World War began in 1914. Originally 
used soley as a means of reconnaisance, 
its possibilities as an offensive weapon 
were only beginning to be developed 
when the war came to an end. There 
followed 18 year of peacetime experi- 
ment, until 1936 brought the outbreak 
of the civil war in Spain. There, the 
qualities of modern aircraft have been 
signally demonstrated. But its limita- 
tions, iilso, have been emphasized to 
the confounding ofthose who had in- 
sisted lhat air war would make surface 
forces obsolete. 


The end, of course, is not yet. 


Aeronautical science is advancing by 
leaps and bounds. Today's miracle is 
obsolete loVii'orrow. But for the pres- 
ent we may safely say that the air- 
plane, while it has changed thc char- 
acter of warfare to a remarkable in- 
tent, has not produced as yet a "revo- 
lution." Infantry still remains the de- 
cisive arm by land, and the battleship 
by sea. 


The United States is making great 


progress in the development of aircraft, 
and it may be expected that American 
ingunuityand pioner spirit will con- 
tinue to keep this country in thc fore- 
front of air progress. 


In other fields, too, science is con- 


tributing greatly to man's methods of 
self-destruction. And the United States 
is not lagging behind. 


At Edgewood Arsenal, Maryland, our 


Chemical Warfare Service labors to 
develop not only military. gases, but 
means of protection against them. It 
conducts research in other chemical 
agencies such as smoke, the tactical 
use of which will be of great import- 
ance in tomorrow's battles. 


AH units down to the infantry com- 


pany will have some means of laying 
down the smoke screens. These may, 
in the swift moving battles of thc fu- 
ture, be the sole means immediately 
available to small units for masking a 
sudden attack by armored troops. 


In the field of cornwunieations, the 


Signal Corps Laboratories are work- 
ing constantly to improve the vast web

"It is the^ 
identical crew we were using when thef 
mill closed," F. P. Gunter told a rep.i, 
resentative of The Star. The only^two ' 
Gunter employes who struck were re- ~ 
hired. 


Mr. Warren, international reafesen-" 


tative of^ union, said hi a'staierneJ&S 


Hope it was his understanding'tHat Iht 
local union had a labor contract Avith 
Gunter Brothers and also with WilS1 
liams Lumber company. He said: 


Pickets Withdraw 


"After learning the union had never 


obtained any contract, there was no 
basis on which to continue the strike. 
At a discussion Wednesday night 'with 
the union I advised them of then- status 
and recommended that the picket line 
be withdrawn at once." 


"Only two men in the union cast a 


dissenting vote," Mr. Warren said, 
„' 


He blamed the labor controversy 


at the 'mill on a lack of union knowl-- 
edge and procedure among the mem- 
bers who acted hastily in calling the 
strike without being properly advised. 
» The union has only.been organized a 
few months and many of its mem- 
bers have never had a labor contract 
with any firm, Mr. Warren pointed out, 


Mr. Warren upheld W, P, Hutchens, 


Hope representative of the AFL, point- 
ing out that the sawmill and timber 
division of the Carpenters and Joiners 
"went over Mr. Hutchens' head" in 
voting for the strike. Warren said 
Hutchens had advised the union against 
calling the strike, since the union had 
neved held a contract with any firm. 


"The case with Gunter Brothers and 


the union is closed at the present 
time," Mr. Warren continued, adding 
that "I hope Gunters will employ as 
many of the Williams 'mten as possible 
when the planer mill beings operation. 


Warren said he conferred with ex- 


ecutives of the firm and reached a 
"gentlemen's" agreement that when the 
planer began operations as many Wil- 
liams men.as possible would be given 
employment. 


Take Planer January 17 


F. P. Gunter said the firm would not 


come in possession of the planer until 
January 17. Some repairs will be 
made before beginning operations, and, 
also, it will require scCm'e time to ob* 
tain dry lumber for the planer. 


Mr. Gunter estimated that it would 


40 to 60 days before the planer started 
operations. Employment will be given 
to about 10 men at that time, making 
the total mill employes from 32 to 35 
men. 


W, F. Hutchens, local AFL repre- 


sentative and active in the labor con- 
troversy at the mill, could not be 
reached Thursday for comment. 


Mr. Warren, who left Hope for Mal- 


vern at noon, said Hutchens had Hot 
returned from Little Rock.

While aircraft continues to develop, 


means for defense against it also re- 
ceive the Contributions of science. Per- 
haps in no arm lias post-war develop- 
ment been so marked as in anti-air- 
craft artillery. There is little indeed 
in conrnron between Iho "Archie" of 
.he World War and'Ihe anli-aircrafl 
Battery of today, .with its' sound-rang- 
ng devices, its height finders, its auto- 
matic director which Iransforms dala 
based on'the speed of sound waves into 
electrically-controlled adjustment at 
Ihe guns. 


New defecting devices operated by 


Ihe heal of airplane motors, infra-red 
searchlights which illumine ihe largel 
wUhout betraying Ihe source of the 
light, new fuses and shells of'increas- 
ingly .destructive qualities, luYd 'auto- 
matic guns firing a stream of small ex- 
plosive projectiles, are olhor anli-air- 
craft developments which tomorrow's 
war will see in use. 


All Ihesc, and many oilier factors 


will represent science's tribute to the 
god of bailies. 


There is, however, need for a word 


of caution. Gunpowder, which even- 
tually abolished the armored knight's 
-domination of the battlefield, accom- 
plished Ihis only afler a lapse of cen- 
tunes. So, even loday, with far more 
extensive facilities for research ex- 
periment and communications, we can- 
not expect any far-reaching changes to 
be accomplished save with the passage 
of time. 


There lias never been, and it is safe 


to say—on the basis of the record- 
that there -never will be a weapon 
which will of ilself revolulionize war- 
fare in a day. 


Fiction thrillers and lurid Sunday 


supplement to the contrary notwilh- 
standing, there is no such thing as the 
much-touted "death ray." Not long 
before his dealh, the distinguished in- 
ventor Guglielmo Marconi was credil- 
ed with having developed such a hor- 
ror. Questioned by reporters, Marconi 
smilingly agreed lhat he had indeed 
invented a death-ray—whose greatesl 
triumph had been Ihe slaying of a rat 


at the distance of three feet! 


Terrible predictions of bacillus war- 


fare, in which disease germs will be 
spread over enemy lerrilory wilh 
frighlful results, are so much moon- 
shine. Nobody has yet found oul how 
lo conlrol Ihe spread of disease bacilli 
lo keep Ihem from' picking on the 
wrong people, nor has any method for 
keeping Ihem alive under the rough 
usage of projeclile dispersion been dis- 
covered. 


There are no new and lerrible ex- 


plosives more useful in the military 
sense than T.N.T.—if one may except 
the liquid-air bombs supposed to have 
been used at Barcelona by German air- 
men, 
the qualilies of which are slill 


un-known. 
Advances have cerlainly 


been made in Ihe development of in- 
cendiary agenls, however, which will 
add a new horor to Ihe next great 
conflict. 
. 


Thero are no new gasos. Science 


has not yet given us a gas which is 
both pcrsiile.it and lethal. 
And it 


may be doubted 'whellier gas warfare 
is any more, hpnible or ciestuiclive 
lhan other forms of warfare. 


While •rtcogni.-'.ing, therefore, 
the 


r.-in.irkable contribution whizh science 
has mqcle lo tho conduct ot \yar, it is 
essential lo avoid hysterical assumpt- 
ions as ,to the nature and extent of 
these contribulions.

Compiled by a committee which in- 
cludes such people as Nicholas Murray 
Butler, Monsignor Ryan, Samuel Sea- 
bury and Henry L, Slimson, it amply 
proves that—whatever the actual effect 
may be—the Nazis are actively and 
openly attempting to establish

control over people of German blood 
in such lands as Ahierica. 


For this new theory of their is, sim- 


ply,-that a person of German blood is 
and always must be a German, that he 
belongs to Germany and owes to that 
country a duty transcending any duty 
he may owe to the country of which 
he is actually a citizen. 


So far, as the committee remarks, 


this attitude has not become a danger 
to America. But if the campaign con- 
tinues, it can hardly fail, in the com- 
mittee's words, "to set apart a large 
group of inhabitants of th'e United 
States whose duty it would be to ren- 
der primary allegiance to the ruler of 
a foreign power."
